In the spring of 1870, finding myself 


in a position where it was necessary to 
mate gome exeitaon for my own living, 
being a "lone, iom widiler," and being 
also averse to the kind of work usually 
delegated to my sex, I formed n partner- 
ship with another -woman whose situa- 
tion was similar to my own, and we went 
into the poultry business together. My 
partner Sue, Susan, Sooky or Susannah 
was a spinster (punster, according to 
Mr. Weller) aud just one of the nicest, 
sweetest, "bestest and tip-topiest" old 
maids that ever lived. She grew in my 
affections every hour I lived with her, 
until at last Hie stood before me the 
perfect mem nation of all the primitive 
virtues. 
It was from her that i learned 


to distrust the worth ot those qualities 
in men and women Hint had alwavs held 
my imagination captive, aud decided 
that education and genius and rare gifts 
could never bring down the scale against 
the pure goodness of a simple, trusting 
and loving soul, such as hers. 


After we had decided what we wished 


to do, it required a vigorous "looking 
about" to find the place we wanted. But 
we did find it on the banks of Clear 
lake,-well up toward its noithern bound- 
ary 
A fanner who occupied a large 


tract of land, and had built a fine house 
near the center of it, left his old one 
standing m an isolated corner, the pict- 
ure of loneliness and despair as seen 
fiom the eyes of the rich, but a wry 
ha\en of rest for two tempest-tossed and 
homeless women, sue h as wo were And 
then it was on the banks, of the lake—a 
fact that made amends for many disad- 
vantages. Oh, that lake, thirty miles 
long and ten miles wide, dotted with 
evergreen islands. It comes back to me 


now, 
like the memory of a lest paradise. 


My soul grew visibly and constantly be- 
neath its influence 
It taught the lesson 


of leposc. It sought to induce in its 
beholdeis the attitude of the angels. 


Behold us, then, bottled, with 100 


heiif>, fifteen ducks and a dozen turkeys. 
Mr Woith sold us a ton of wheat "on 
tick," and we were equipped. The ducks 
took to the water, wheie they seemed to 
earn their own living, as they treated 
our store of provisions with contempt. 
They waddled home every night to be 
shut up, and we found their eggs in the 
pen 111 the moinmg. We sold our hens' 
eggs, and set the hens on duck eggs. 
As we kept an account of all our trans- 
actions, I will now refer to my book, 
which I still keep, in remembrance of 
some of the happiest days of my lite. 


I find that on Maich 20 we had forty 


hens sittmg on ten eggs each, 4GO eggs 
IB all, with beventeen joung ducks 
hatched out On April 20 we had thirty- 
six hens sitting on ten eggs each, and 
327 nice, liealthy jotmg ducks. A month 
later closed out the duck factory, with 
530 small fiy on hand In the meantime 
the turkejs had not been idle, though I 
am fiee to confess to this daj my hope 
less ignoitince of tlif tuikey chnractei 
and my inability to oope with the insti- 
tutiou on its own grounds 
The ways 


of a turkey hen aje mvsteuona and past 
finding <iut slip is c ithoi tlie most con- 
mimmato idiot on the universe or else J 
myself am slightly touched 
Her va- 


ganes are such that no miud in its nor- 
mal condition oau appiehend them.

made a very fair success of it. We lived 
comfoitably and happily and lealizod 
nearly 8300 when w e Bold off our surplus 
stock in tho fall. We thought it much 
better than taking positions in estab 
lishments apt our own. We were free, 
and we appreciated the situation. Aud 
then the occupation itself was full oi in 
terest 
.Never a day passed we did not 


find something to laugh at among our 
numerous family 
We had frequent 


visits from Mi. Woith's two little rowdy 
children, who were in full sympathy 
with every phase of chicken life, particu- 
larly the absurd part of it 


One day after we had missed them 


from the room foi about two hours, and 
supposed they were at homo, Billy came 
came in quite exe it< d and opened con- 
verbation with Sue. I was at the sew- 
ing machine, but heard it all quite 
plainly.

The appropriations made by the 


last general assembly inclnded a con- 
ingent one for the completion of the 
state house, amounting to $531,000, 
leducting which from the total leaves 
a less aggregate than was appropri- 
ated by either the 29th or 30th gen- 
eral assemblies, of which the "Sena- 
tor" was a member. 
The rate of 


taxation, about which the "Senator" 
delights so much to prate, cuts no 
figure whatever in favor of the false 
proposition which he is seeking to 
establish, when it is remembered that 
it depends altogether on tho amount 
of the assessment. The aggregate 
valuation of the taxable property in 
the state, as returned by the assess 
ore, has been gradually falling off 
ever since 1873, until the amount 
returned for 1881 reached a figure 
40 per cent less than that of 1873. 
The rate of taxation in 1873 was 29 
cpnts, which, upon tho assessment of 
that year, produced more revenue by 
about a million dollars than the 48 
cent rate of 1881 did upon the large- 
ly reduced valuation returned by the 
n'ssesBors last year, so that the peo- 
ple actually paid less state taxes 
when the rate was 48 cents than they 
did when it was 29 cents. Nobody 
knows this better than the "Senator," 
but he chooses to play the dema 
gogue before the people in order to 
gain votes, presuming that they are 
too ignorant to discern the pettifog- 
ging style of his campaign. It is 
not always safe to bank upon tbe ig- 
norance of the public, in this age of 
newspapers and general intelligence.

A long and wast- 
ing illness with typhoid fever, which 
brought hit-, almost to the grave, 
robbed him of the strength which 
had been his pride, sobered him in 
his views of life. 
He had had his 


attention called to Eureka college, 
just founded in a humble way at 
Eureka, Woodford county, not over 
fifteen miles from his homo. In de 
epair of ever doing hard work again, 
he thought he would attempt to go 
through college. He was about 22

I noon 
found, too, that I could depend on 
him for aid in teaching or in any 
thing else.

In the 
great debates in 1857 or 1858, be- 
tween Douglas and Lincoln, he was 
an ardent Douglas Democrat.

The first call for 75,000

Eureka College, when asked by a 
reporter about Captain Bowpjl's col- 
lege record, said: 


"J first met Rowell about thirty 


years ago. Elder Wm. Davenport, 
myself and Wm. Brown, of Spring- 
field, all warm friends of Eureka col- 
lege, drove across from Bloomington 
to Eureka. 
Night overtook us at the 


home of Matthew Blair, in Stout's 
Grove. 
We found a young man 


there, quiet, modest, unobtrusive and 
ordinary looking, who was teaching 
a school in the neighborhood. 
His 


name was Rowell. 
Wre told him 


about the new college we were just 
starting, and urged him to come and 
get an education. 
He asked a few 


questions, and in the fall of 1S54 
came among us. He was poor and 
careless in his attire, bnt manly and 
upright, and he soon made his mark 
as an earneet student. The key to 
Capt Bowell's success in life is hard 
work. He was one of the best stu- 
dents we ever bad.

In 18(»9 or 1870 he was 


elected state's! attorney for McLean, 
DeWitt and Logan counties, and in 
a service of four years greatly distin- 
guished himself, 
At the end of that 


time he declined a re-election,

then a young lawyer.

Rowell an eminent member of tho 
Bloomington bar thus speaks of him: 


It is conceded that Capt Rowoll 


has no superior at this bar, and it in 
well known that he has the most ex- 
tensive practice. 
I regard him as 


the most even member of this bar. 
Most lawyers have their weak points, 
but Capt. Rowell is a safe counselor, 
a strong tiial lawyer, and is equally 
effective in addressing a jury or dis 
cussing law points before a judge. 
Beginning without a dollar or an in 
fluential friend, he has gone to the 
top of the professional ladder, nnd 
has hosts of warm personal friends, 
who believe that he is but in the 
morning of a glorious and highly 
useful career."
